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Complaint 'Not Well Grounded. 


;In various parts of New'England and other sections of the 


cqlihtry there is complaint Hint house rents are increasing too 
fasi,.and in some cases it is charged, that they are becoming 
ejfqrbitaiit: 
Complaints of- ilu^ch'aracter are coining from 


numerous cities and towns, andjn;\yaterbiiry, Conn., there is 
a .big stir over the situation. Mcomirnttee appointed by the 
governor lias made an invesfig'alipn "and submitted a report 
which absolves most of the landlords from the charge of 
profiteering, but finds a small group of property owners who 
have taken advantage of the conditions and boosted rents be- 
ypnd reasonable figures. 


,;The city of Waterbury is now a munitions center and, the 


population'has recently increased allogeth'er out of .propor- 
tioii to the building that is being done. This has resulted in 
ait'abnormal demand for houses and tenements and if was en- 
tirely natural that rents should go up in response to the natural 
law of supply and demand. 
If there are landlords that are 


playing the hog it is because they are hogs, but the general 
upward movement of rents is nothing to be surprised at or to 
coiliplain of. 


And the same is true of all towns and cities. . People who 


hire the houses and tenements in which they live should not 
forget that with the general upward trend of prices in recent 
y^'ars there has come a big increase in the cost of building and 
upkeep^of houses. This increase is very largely due Ip the 
wages demanded and received today by building mechanics of 
all .kinds. To. replace a few broken slates on a roof, to paint a 
house, to have plumbing repaired or to paint and paper a few 
rooms costs money today, as landlords have learned through 
painful experience, and a good deal of this money goes direct- 
ly "into the pockets of the occupants of rented houses in the 
form of wages such as were never dreamed of before. 
In the 


meantime faxes are increasing in most places. 
In view of 


these facts the renting of houses is no such "snap" as those 
who hire them imagine it to be. 


The fact is that at the present time tenement properly in the 


average town and city is not a very profitable investment. To 
those who look at (he income only it may seen very remunera- 
tive ,but when taxes, the exorbitant.costs of maintenance and 
the time that houses stand empty are taken into consideration 
the net income is seldom too large, and in many cases it is far 
too small. 
' 
' . 


Real estate is about the last thing to share in rising prices, 


a lid the anipuni.for sale in most towns shows thai the owners 
are not getting rich out of it. The chance, to. buy or build is 
always wide open, and those whaare shouting about the greed' 
of landlords should demonstrate frie sincerity of their belief by 
acquiring hoiiies of their own. • A little experience along this 
line might open their eyes to some facts of which they appar- 
ently are nol cognizant.
